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Response to Amendment 

Applicant is advised that the Notice of Non-compliant Amendment, mailed on June 22, 
2005, is hereby vacated. 

The amendment filed May 23, 2005 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no amendment shall 
introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material that is not 
supported by the original disclosure is as follows: 

Applicant has submitted four (4) pages of a "Detailed Description of the Invention" as his 
entire specification. When comparing applicant's original specification with this new one, it is 
evident that it is completely different and therefore contains new matter. Not only has new matter 
been added, but the deletion of the "Brief Description of the Drawings", the "Background of the 
Invention", and the "Summary of the Invention" is also new matter. Examples of new added 
matter include, but are not limited to: "by way of outwardly protruding axial stock of case 8", 
found on page 1, "Shaft 23; being rotatively supported by the housing 25", also found on page 1, 
and everything after "(b)" on page 3. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action.

Drawings 

The proposed replacement drawings were received on November 12, 2004. These 
drawings are unacceptable and will not be entered because they contain new matter. The new 
matter includes the addition of missing hatch lines and invisibility lines, particularly those on 
shaft 5. Further new matter includes the added support stock (no labeled) protruding from axial 
sides of the differential case (8). 

Oath/Declaration 

This application presents a claim for subject matter not originally claimed or embraced in 
the statement of the invention. Since no "Summary of the Invention" exists in this application, 
and because the new claims 1 1 and 12 recite substantially more and different subject matter than 
original claims 1-3, a supplemental oath or declaration is required under 37 CFR 1.67. The new 
oath or declaration must properly identify the application of which it is to form a part, preferably 
by application number and filing date in the body of the oath or declaration. See MPEP 
§§ 602.01 and 602.02. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1 1 and 12 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph. 
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The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure that goes to make up the device must be clearly and 
positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the 
format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

In claim 11, "the drive wheels" lacks an antecedent, as does "the integrated drive axle 
sections" and "the stock". Claim 12 appears to repeat subparagraphs (a) through (h) of claim 11. 

Both claims lack a period. 

Prior Art Discussed 

The references cited by the examiner are deemed pertinent to applicant's disclosure. 
None of the references show all of the features of the claimed invention. 

A determination as to the patentability of the claims over the prior art cannot be 
determined until the rejection under 35 U.S. C. 112, second paragraph, is overcome, as well as 
the objections to the amendment and drawing change are overcome, however applicant appears 
to be claiming enough subject matter in clear enough language that it appears that none of the 
cited prior art anticipates or renders obvious applicant's invention. If applicant wishes that the 
examiner draft an allowable claim for him, he must so state in writing.
